A- this 
action is done for the protection of 
the public, the families under quar­ 
antine must obey the rules."

spread of the disease i- due to the 
fact that memlier- of the family go 
out and associate with other people, 
quickly passing the disease to oth­ 
ers, and making it hard to control. 
The month of Septemlier, in other 
departments of the city and county 
offices, did not develop any unusual 
happenings* The fire department an­ 
swered only four alarms, with prac­ 
tically no loss in the city. The great­ 
est loss was a barn on the Cavitt 
farm, north of here, to which the 
local department resjionded.
